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Dr. Calvert N. Ellis ‘23 ‘ 
1904-1995 


ormer Juniata College president and longtime Huntingdon resident Dr. Calvert N. Ellis died on Friday, April 7, 1995 at his winter 
home in Sarasota, Florida. Dr. Ellis and his wife, Elizabeth Wertz Ellis ‘26, have been residents of the Brethren Village in Lancaster 
since 1987. 

A well known educator, churchman and businessman, Dr. Ellis graduated from Juniata College in 1923 followed by successful comple- 
tion of the B.A. degree from Princeton Theological Seminary, an M.A. degree from Princeton University and the Ph.D. degree from Yale 
University. Dr. Ellis has also received several honorary degrees in his lifetime, including a doctor of laws degree from Juniata College. 

Dr. and Mrs. Ellis returned to Huntingdon in 1931 when Dr. Ellis accepted a faculty appointment at Juniata. Dr. Ellis chaired the faculty 
committee which introduced a curriculum which led to Juniata’s accreditation by the Association of American Universities in 1937. In 1943 
Dr. Ellis was named the college’s seventh president, a position he held until his retirement in 1968. 

Dr. Ellis guided Juniata College through many of our country’s most turbulent years, the World War II years of the 40s, the Korean Conflict 
of the 50s, and the Civil Rights era of the 60s. Through the guidance of Dr. Ellis the college prospered as it received national recognition. 

Dr. Ellis was also active in the national education arena. He served as a member of the Advisory Committee to the House of 
Representatives Committee on Education and Labor from 1944 to 1948. The committee proposed what was to become known as the GI Bill 
of Rights and later the federal college housing program for Gls. 

Dr. Ellis chaired the Association of American Colleges in1968, having served on and chaired the Commission on the Arts and the 
Commission on Legislation. In addition, he served on the Accrediting Commission of the Middle States Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools and chaired more than two dozen evaluation teams. He served as chair of the association in 1966. Since his retirement 
in 1968 Dr. Ellis assisted a number of colleges and universities in updating their governance. 

In addition to his academic pursuits, Dr. Ellis was manager of the D.M. Wertz Orchards in Waynesboro, Pa. from 1940 to 1961. He 
served as a member of the Boards of Directors of The First National Bank of Huntingdon and later, on the board of its successor bank, 
Penn Central National Bank (PCNB) from 1947 to 1987. Dr. Ellis chaired the PCNB board from 1977 to 1983. 

An active church member, Dr. Ellis served as moderator of the Church of the Brethren Annual Conference in 1948. He served the 
church as a member of the General Board for nine years and spoke at dedication and anniversary ceremonies in many congregations. 

Dr. Ellis is survived by his wife and two children, Elizabeth Anne (Ellis) Cherry, associate professor of history at Juniata College, and 
David Wertz Ellis, president and director of the Boston Museum of Science. He was preceded in death by a son, who died in infancy, and a 
brother, The Rev. Dr. John D. Ellis ‘28. 
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thousands of potential Juniata students. Then the fun- 

nel narrows to the thousand or so high school se- 
niors who apply for admission, then narrows again to the 
hundreds who are accepted, until finally the funnel ends 
with a new entering class. 

The Funnel is a prime topic at Juniata this year, as is the 
case at most colleges and universities. Administrative de- 
partments, faculty, alumni and student groups are busy re- 
organizing their admission-related efforts around the goal 
of increasing enrollment, which the college has officially 
identified as its top priority. 

These efforts are aimed at getting as many prospective 
students as possible into the top of The Funnel and in- 
creasing efficiency in working with potential students all 
through the process. 

Most students who begin at Juniata each fall have just 
eraduated from high school, known in the admission game 
as de novo freshmen. According to Interim Director of 
Admission Michelle Bartol, Juniata’s efforts to get them in- 
to The Funnel typically begin some 18 months before that 
autumn entry. 

The process begins with identifying potential students, 
especially during their junior year of high school. “There 
are probably 30 different methods of doing that,” Bartol 
says, “from high school students who inquire on their own 
to those our alumni identify for us, to names of qualified 
students we purchase from the college board based on ju- 
nior year PSATs.” 

To contact them and identify more students, each fall 
seven members of the admission staff visit some 700 high 
schools for daytime visits or to participate in some 300 
College Night programs. Alumni — usually recent gradu- 
ates — also represent Juniata at College Nights, often as 
members of the formal organization called Juniata 
Admission Volunteers (JAV). 

One goal at this stage is to encourage these juniors to 
visit Juniata, especially in the spring when the campus is 
alive with color and student activity. “It’s very rare for a 
prospective student to decide about Juniata based on inter- 
action with an admission counselor,” Bartol says. “They 
are more influenced by meeting alumni, faculty, coaches 
and current students.” 

Some 1200 to 1300 individual visits by students and 
their families are scheduled throughout the year. Visitors 
can’t usually combine a visit at Juniata with forays to other 
colleges because Huntingdon is not in close proximity to 
other colleges. But Juniata turns that to its advantage with a 
3 to 4 hour program that includes opportunities to observe 
classes and talk individually with faculty, coaches and rep- 
resentatives of student organizations as well as admission 
staff members. “Juniata has one of the most comprehen- 
sive visitors programs I know of,” Bartol says. 

Through the fall and winter as applications start to ar- 
rive, the admission staff is busy keeping track of seriously 
interested high school seniors and responding to their 
questions and requests. Some 60 students a year are ep- 


| t’s called The Funnel. At the top pour in the names of 


rolled as early decision applicants in November. Of the 
thousand total applicants nearly 80% are likely to be ac- 
cepted, partly because most students who have come this 
far along in The Funnel are already known to be qualified. 
By mid-December when acceptances begin to go out, the 
most concentrated effort to enroll students begins. 

“In today’s buyer’s market when there are fewer eigh- 
teen year olds, there is more competition for them,” Bartol 
says. “These students may have been accepted at several 
colleges. What’s going to convert them into Juniata stu- 
dents? These are the really tense days.” 

The undecided students receive letters, phone calls, in- 
vitations for 4 campus overnight and more contacts with 
faculty and other appropriate Juniatians. They are remind- 
ed that among its other advantages, Juniata offers them two 
faculty advisors and a flexible program planning model in 
the Program of Emphasis, and that there are no fraternities 
or sororities dividing the community as a whole. 

But Juniata is competing with many other schools: with 
Elizabethtown College, because it’s about the same size and 
in the same geographical area; with Penn State because it’s 
the state’s flagship university and has campuses every- 
where; with colleges like Muhlenberg, Ursinus, Allegheny, 
Franklin and Marshall because they also have strong sci- 
ence programs; with Dickinson and Gettysburg for those 
who want broad-based liberal arts education; and with 
state-aided institutions like Bloomsburg and Indiana on the 
basis of price. 

It is also in this February-to-May period that financial 
aid becomes a serious matter. Out of every 1000 admission 
applicants some six to seven hundred apply for some form 
of financial aid. Average packages include scholarships or 
srants (about 65% of the total amount), loans (25%) and 
the rest in campus job income. 

Aid is increasingly important, and the amount Juniata 
offers has increased dramatically in the last five years, as it 
has at other schools. At this point in The Funnel, it be- 
comes a tool to make enrollment at Juniata possible for 
students who really want to attend the college. 

“Financial aid is almost never the determiner that caus- 
es a student to switch from their first choice college to 
their second,” according to Director of Student Financial 
Planning Randall S. Rennell. “More often, if Juniata is truly 
their first choice but they’ve gotten a better aid package at 
another school, they'll come to us to see if we can’t get 
ours closer. We tend then to be an enabler, the contirma- 
tion of their choice rather than an agent of change.” 

By May and June most enrollees have made their $200 
deposit, and the next entering class of de novo freshmen is 
set. At the same time as all this is going 
on, efforts are made to attract and accommodate those in 
the other categories of entering students: transfers from 
other institutions, international students, and those who 
enroll through the Program for Area Residents (PAR) for 
nontraditional students. Meanwhile, The Funnel for the 
class that will enter the following year is already filling up. 

But are there as many qualified students coming into 


The Funnel as there could and should be? Are efforts all 
through The Funnel as organized and responsive as they 
might be? Or are there holes in The Funnel, with potential 
Juniata students being lost? 

The Juniata community is systematically addressing 
these questions now, as institutional efforts are more and 
more focused on increasing enrollment. “It’s very clear 
that Juniata College as it is now—with the same faculty, 
buildings and various support systems—can comfortably 
handle about 1200 students. Perhaps as many as 1300 un- 
der unusual circumstances, without basic increases in 
capital or operating expen- 
ditures,” says Donald D. 
Moyer, Vice President 
for Advancement and 
Marketing. 

“So our natural quanti- 
tative goal is to maintain a 
student body of between 
1100 and 1200,” he says. 
“That means we need to re- 
cruit annually from all 
sources about 350 new stu- 
dents a year, given the 
same retention rate we 
have now.” Currently 
Juniata has about 1050 stu- 
dents with no prospect that 
competition for new stu- 
dents will diminish any 
time soon. 

In 1993 Juniata’s Board 
of Trustees appointed an 
Admission Task Force that 
investigated in particular 
how Juniata was physically 
set up to handle admission, 
and compared this with the 
facilities and technology 
employed by a similar col- 
lege. This group of 
trustees, faculty, adminis- 
trators and alumni present- 
ed eight specific recom- 
mendations to the Trustees 
meeting in the spring of 
1994, and two more were 
added by the trustees them- 
selves. 

“It became clear at this 
meeting that the members 
of the Board of Trustees 
were getting increasingly 
involved personally in the 
idea that enrollment was

New Dean of Enrollment Named 


avid Hawsey, dean of admissions and 
Detter: management at Pacific 
Lutheran University in Tacoma, Wash., has 
been named dean of enrollment at Juniata 
College. Mr. Hawsey’s appointment was 
announced by Dr. Robert W. Neff, presi- 
dent of the college. 

Mr. Hawsey, who began his duties at 
Juniata on April 10, will provide leader- 
ship and direction to the newly reorga- 
\ \ | nized student enrollment program. The 
David Hawsey enrollment program at Juniata includes 

supervision of all areas of student recruit- 
ment, including Admission and Student Financial Planning, in addition to 
management support in the areas of athletic recruiting and international 
recruiting. 

“We are indeed fortunate to have a professional of David Hawsey’s 
caliber overseeing our enrollment strategies at Juniata,” said President 
Neff. “By combining the offices of Admission and Financial Planning,” he 
added, “we feel we have the necessary organizational structure to bring 
added strength to our enrollment picture at Juniata College.” 

The dean of enrollment reports to Donald D. Moyer, Vice President of 
College Advancement and Marketing at Juniata. In addition to the enroll- 
ment function, Mr. Moyer supervises college communications, market- 
ing, development, planned giving, corporate and foundation relations 
and alumni relations. 

Mr. Hawsey received a bachelor’s degree in humanities and education 
and an M.B.A. in marketing management and marketing information sys- 
tems from Drexel University. He also served as a graduate research assis- 
tant at the College of Business and Administration at Drexel. 

Mr. Hawsey has been associated with Pacific Lutheran University since 
1992. As the dean of admission and enrollment management he carried 
varied responsibilities in admission, financial aid, marketing manage- 
ment, information systems management, and advising/assessment and 
registration. 

In recruiting students to undergraduate, graduate, transfer, adult and 
professional programs at Pacific Lutheran, Mr. Hawsey’s strategies in- 
creased freshman deposits by 12 percent and transfer enrollment by 14 
percent. His program raised scholastic aptitude test scores by 30 points 
and increased Pacific Lutheran’s multicultural representation from 9 
percent to 14 percent. 

Mr. Hawsey served as director of undergraduate admissions at Drexel 
University from 1989 to 1992. While at Drexel he was also an adjunct as- 
sistant professor of marketing management. 

From 1988 to 1989, Mr. Hawsey worked as an analyst and technical 
writer at Shared Medical Systems, Inc. in Malvern, Pa. He served as mar- 
keting communications specialist at GPU Nuclear Corporation of 
Middletown, Pa. from 1984 to 1987. 

Mr. Hawsey served in the United States Navy for four years, from 1978 
to 1982, in the area of operations and communications at the Naval Air 
Station at Whidbey Island, Washington. @

Juniata’s number one priority,” Mr. Moyer observes. 

President Neff and his administrative officers began im- 
plementing the recommendations immediately. The most 
visible result will be an expanded Admission House, which 
will include the student financial planning office, which is 
currently located in Founders Hall. The new Enrollment 
House will be equipped with the new technology that many 
of Juniata’s competitors already employ. 

The goal is to organize information-gathering and re- 
sponse efforts more efficiently, and provide a friendly at- 
mosphere for students and their parents, especially when 
they visit the campus. Mr. Moyer expects construction to 
begin by May and be completed by December 1995. “Then 
we will have contemporary, 100% technologically up-to- 
date quarters for both admission and student financial 
planning.” 

That up-to-date technology includes the two high-speed, 
high quality printers that were acquired right away and are 
already in use. “We start at the top of The Funnel with di- 
rect mail pieces sent to prospective students,” Mr. Moyer 
explains. “Those pieces must have a high quality appear- 
ance. Then when we hear back, we need to respond very 
quickly to inquiries. In this competitive environment, re- 
sponse time is critical, all the way down the funnel.” 

Other technological adjustments range from providing 
coaches computer access to the admission data base 
(which has now been done) to creating around-the-clock 
telephone access to the Enrollment House, which has be- 
come part of a wider effort to update Juniata’s antiquated 
telephone system and provide access to “information high- 
way” computer technology. 

But it soon became clear that buildings and technology 
weren’t enough in themselves. Organization and communi- 
cation became key concerns, especially in a fast-moving 
process that includes faculty, coaches, students, alumni 
and such administrative departments as student housing, 
as well as admission and financial aid. Separate efforts to 
serve international, transfer and PAR prospective students 
also require more systematic cooperation. 

“We determined that enrollment as a whole needed 
more comprehensive attention and central management,” 
Mr. Moyer recounts. “In this competitive environment 
when the process is so complex and involves so much co- 
ordination on a timely basis, we decided that we needed a 
Dean of Enrollment to supervise our efforts to obtain and 
retain a diversified student body.” 

The search for a Dean of Enrollment has been success- 
fully concluded (see sidebar story). “Ideally by the begin- 
ning of the new recruiting cycle—the new Funnel for the 
classes that will enter in 1996 and 1997, we'll have in 
place the whole new organizational structure,’ Mr. Moyer 
says,” and by the end of 1995 it will be housed in one 
location.” 

Along with these efforts, a continuing series of 
“Enrollment Roundtables” of administrators and other 


members of the Juniata community has developed other 
ideas for improving the admission process. “We’ve identi- 
fied some holes in The Funnel which we feel we can reme- 
dy,” Mr. Moyer says, “and we probably wouldn’t have found 
them without this kind of open, face-to-face conversation.” 

One goal is to respond to the needs and questions of in- 
dividual candidates more promptly and specifically. “We 
need to get a scholarship aid package into the hands of de- 
sired students as high in The Funnel as possible, to en- 
courage more early admissions,” Mr. Moyer says. 

“We need close cooperation and timely response from 
housing, the registrar’s office and the faculty to answer the 
student’s questions — ‘If I come to Juniata, what kind of 
housing will I have? What kind of course work will be per- 
tinent to my first year curriculum?” 

More than trustees and administrators are involved in 
the enrollment effort at Juniata College. Faculty are devel- 
oping ideas for recruiting students to their disciplines. 
Enrollment is a key consideration in broader research and 
planning underway through the Strategic Planning 
Committee, which is looking at academic curriculum, 
physical property and college services. 

Mr. Moyer urges alumni as well as current students, 
parents and friends of the college to continue and acceler- 
ate their efforts to identify potential Juniata students. “The 
more people who are attuned to what we’re looking for 
and who can encourage students to come and visit and ap- 
ply as we go through The Funnel process, the more likely 
we are to reach our goal,” he notes. 

“Alumni have a feel for good prospects who have the 
qualities and characteristics that will succeed at Juniata,” 
Mr. Moyer says. “They should identify prospects to us, and 
tell us as much as they can about them — their class rank, 
their area of interest, for example. More than that, alumni 
should engage personally with these students, their par- 
ents, and high school guidance counselors. 

“We have hard data that shows one compelling pat- 
tern—the nature of admission is changing rapidly,” Moyer 
warns. “Most schools are no longer winnowing down from 
a large number, but competing for a diminishing pool of 
qualified applicants. 

“For this year we’ve approved a goal of reaching 340 
new students for next fall, and for the following year we 
will strive to hit 350 and maintain or exceed that level,” 
Moyer says. “To achieve that, it can’t be handed off to a 
small group of people professionally identified as admis- 
sion personnel. It must be a goal that is owned by the 
whole Juniata community and has a direct effect on the day 
to day and week to week and month to month work of 
everyone. 

“If we get the systematic engagement of all the interest- 
ed parties,” he says, “it’s very realistic to project those 
kinds of goals. If we do not get that kind of engagement, 
odds are there will be a great many students who the pro- 
fessionals will never even hear about.” 


Success through Academic Support 


¢¢ pach year, we admit about 30 students who we feel show promise, 

E but need extra academic support in the beginning of their fresh- 
man year,” explains Mary Taylor, Assistant Dean and Director of 
Academic Support Services. “Perhaps their class rank is pretty low, or 
their SAT scores aren’t where we like to see them. Perhaps a letter of 
recommendation suggests they aren’t academically motivated, or some- 
thing comes up in an interview.” 

These are called “conditionally admitted students,” and the conditions 
they must fulfill to stay at Juniata are clearly spelled out: they must suc- 
cessfully complete the Baldridge Reading Program and the Freshman 
Seminar course. 

The reading program is a 3 week course that emphasizes reading rate 
and comprehension. The Freshman Seminar is a one hour a week non- 
credit class that conditional students take in addition to their regular 
course load throughout the fall semester. 

“The Freshman Seminar course covers basic skills necessary for suc- 
cess in college: note-taking, dealing with a volume of reading they typi- 
cally aren’t used to, test-taking and dealing with test anxiety, and time- 
management,” Ms. Taylor says. “We also emphasize analytical skills like 
critical thinking and problem solving.” Besides acquiring skills, stu- 
dents confront questions of motivation and direction. “Another goal of 
the seminar is to help these students gain a sense of academic purpose. 
If you don’t have goals and you’re not really sure what you’re doing, you 
won't work as hard, you won’t persevere.” 

Seminar students write a short paper on why they came to college, 
and take an interest inventory, eventually identifying potential fields of 
study. This becomes a guide to the courses they select for the spring 
term. Each student has three individual conferences during the semester, 
with a follow-up conference in the spring. 

Both courses may have application beyond the conditionally admitted 
student program. The Baldridge reading course is open to all students 
when it repeats once each fall, and the college is discussing an expanded 
version of the Freshman Seminar as a requirement for all first year 
students. 

“We really want these students to succeed—that’s the purpose of this 
program,” Taylor says. “Some of them realize right away how helpful this 
is. But most of them eventually recognize its value.”

The open air structure was designed by Ms. Lin, who also 
designed the Vietnam Veterans Memorial in Washington, D.C. 

According to the film’s producer, Freida Lee Mock, the 
scenes shot at Juniata College play an important role in the 
film. “The ten minute segment shows scenes of the Peace 
Chapel of course, but more importantly, it shows the only 
keynote address ever presented by Maya Lin,” Mock said. 

The segment also contains scenes showing Juniata pres- 
ident Robert W. Neff’s introduction of Ms. Lin and, in one 
of the more poignant moments in the film, the presentation 
made to Ms. Lin by representatives of the Mount Union

According to the film’s synopsis, 
“Using Maya Lin’s first-person account, 
the film explores, in a decade of work, 
the creative and political process by 
which Ms. Lin conceives and develops 
these monumental projects: the Vietnam 
Memorial in Washington, D.C.; the Civil 
Rights Memorial in Montgomery, 
Alabama; the Peace Chapel at Juniata 
College in Pennsylvania; the Women’s 
Table at Yale University; and the Park 
Presidio environmental project in San

Juniata Peace Chapel 
in Oscar Film 


Chapel, designed by Maya Lin in 1988 and constructed in 
1989, is located in the Baker-Henry Nature Preserve, just 
east of the Juniata campus. The structure, like many of Ms. 
Lin’s designs is remarkable in its simplicity, yet very pow- 
erful and moving. 

The Peace Chapel consists of a series of salt and pepper 
granite stones which rise from the earth on a grassy knoll 
to form a circle designed for group meditation. Within the 
stones, each extending above ground level, is a concave 
impression in the earth. 

A second site, several hundred yards from the first, is 
located in a small grove of trees on a knoll higher in eleva- 
tion than the larger circle of stones. It is here that Ms. Lin 
intended individual meditation to occur. 

The Peace Chapel has been used by members of the 
Juniata College and Huntingdon communities for small 
group gatherings, regular Juniata College classes, community 
worship services, and simple, quiet moments of reflection. 

Ms. Lin, whose parents fled China in 1948, comes from 
an artistically talented family. Her father, Henry Lin, was 
dean of the School of Fine Arts at Ohio University (Athens). 
Her mother is a poet and professor of Oriental and English 
literature at the university. 

It was at Ohio University that Professor Lin established a 
close friendship with John and Elizabeth Baker. Mr. Baker 
served as president of Ohio University from 1945 to 1961. 
Mr. Baker, a 1917 graduate of Juniata College, has served 
on the Juniata College Board of Trustees since 1936. 

The vision for the non-denominational, open air chapel 
at Juniata was that of Elizabeth Baker. Mrs. Baker, who 
commissioned the design and construction of the Peace 
Chapel in 1988, was, in her life, an ardent spokesperson for 
reason in the proliferation of nuclear power and weaponry. 
Following her death in 1990, her passion for peace contin- 
ues to be felt in what she has left behind in the Peace Chapel 





and the Baker Peace Institute at Juniata College.

uniata College has tapped into the talents and energy

The am- 
bassadors attend an orientation prior to taking on their as- 
signment. During orientation they learn about their re- 
sponsibilities and receive a general background about the 
mission of college advancement. 

Ambassadors serve a number of purposes. Not only do 
they act as a bridge between Juniata alumni and the stu- 
dents, but they also answer any questions that the alumni 
may have concerning the college, campus life, or events. 
Ambassadors interact with alumni at campaign functions, 
Homecoming, alumni weekend, alumni council meetings 
and fundraising events. 

Juniata College is among the few colleges in the nation 
that have a program such as this. Of the 3500 colleges and 
universities in the United States only about 200 have for- 
mally organized student ambassadors. Hl

ed when a candle was left unat- 
tended by one of the students who had returned early for 
the start of the spring semester. “The quick response by 
Huntingdon police and firefighters averted what easily 
could have been a much more serious situation,” said 
Robert W. Neff, president of Juniata College. “These volun- 
teer firefighters who risk their lives to fight fires deserve 
our thanks and appreciation.” 

President Neff also expressed appreciation to junior Deb 
Nardone, a resident assistant in South, who alertly respond- 


ed to the initial alarm. “She fol- 
lowed procedures to the let- 
ter,” President Neff noted, “to 
swiftly evacuate the building of 
the 15 students in the residence 
hall at the time of the fire.” 

In reflecting on the com- 
munity response to the fire 
President Neff said, “I’m 
struck by the spirit of cooper- 
ation exhibited by members of 
our staff and also by the out- 
pouring of offers of assistance 
that came from faculty, staff 
and members of the Huntingdon community. Offers to 
house students, to provide food and clothing and to pro- 
vide support and comfort came from throughout our 
community.” 

Students displaced for the entire semester have taken up 
residence in other vacant rooms on campus. The college 
also reopened Tussey Hall, which had been closed for fu- 
ture renovation. 

Classes for the spring semester began as scheduled.

Athletics and Enrollment 


Technology 
Upgrades 
Cement the Commitment 


ew wiring for computer hookups, office space re- 

allocations and state-of-the-art computer work sta- 

tions in the Kennedy Sports+Rec Center are physi- 
cal signs of the vital connection between the Juniata 
College athletic department and the office of admission. 
These ongoing improvements help to cement the commit- 
ment of the coaching staff to the enrollment process. 

Larry Bock, volleyball coach and coordinator of athletic 
recruiting for part-time coaches, is pleased with the 
changes and believes they reinforce the positive relation- 
ship between athletics and the admission operation. 

“Our coaching staff is certainly comfortable with how 
we've worked with the admission office in the past,” Bock 
explains. “However, continuing technology changes will al- 
low us to improve communications and deal with prospec- 
tive student-athletes in an even more efficient manner. The 
more closely the two departments work together, the better 
Juniata College can serve high school prospects and their 


families.”

handle correspondence and personal contact with even 
more prospective student-athletes. In fact, this year alone, 
the Juniata football recruiting base nearly doubled to ap- 
proximately 3,000 high school seniors at one point. Much 
of that gain can be attributed to the use of improving com- 
puter technology. 

“While we still use certain paper files, we’re doing more 
and more on computer,” assistant football coach Kevin 
Burke says. “The technology allows us to introduce Juniata 
College and our football program to a large number of 
prospective students. Then as the pool narrows to more se- 
rious prospects, we can obtain almost instant updates on 
application status, campus contacts and other important 
information. 

“Tf, for example, a prospective student calls the admis- 
sion office with a question. That conversation will be noted 
on the computer file of the prospective student. The coach 
can see that notation on the computer file prior to his or 
her next contact with the recruit, and address any issues 
that are appropriate.” 

The improved computer links between the athletic de- 
partment and the admission office also assist with coordi-

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nation of campus visits — allowing for confirmation of 
dates and scheduling of activities in a quick and efficient 
manner. Athletics and admission work together on over 
200 campus visits a year. It is a successful partnership as 
nearly 35 percent of current Juniata students participate in 
one of the school’s 15 current varsity sports. According to 
Bock, only 38 men and 83 women in the 1994-95 fresh- 
man class did not indicate an interest in a varsity sport on 
their Juniata application for admission. 

“We know that athletics play an important role in re- 
cruiting many of our students,” Bock says. “We understand 
that our department must continue to be a leader, along 
with the admission office, in responding to the enrollment 
challenges of the institution. While the technology changes 
we've seen, and will continue to see, are important to our 
efforts, the commitment of our coaching staff will remain a 
crucial variable. We’re fortunate to have a dedicated group 
of coaches.” 

Bill Berrier, longtime member of the Juniata athletic de- 
partment and its director since 1977, agrees. “I believe we 
have one of the best coaching staffs that I’ve seen in my 
years at Juniata,” says Berrier, who just completed his 27th 
season as head baseball coach. “We understand that to be 
successful we must work together as a staff and work 
closely as a department with admission. We must be dedi- 
cated to our role in the enrollment process and in the stu- 
dent service function of the college.” 

The department recently increased its role in the en- 
rollment strategy with the addition of women’s soccer as a 
varsity sport last fall. According to Berrier, it was a natural 
response to the demand of a prospective student market 
where soccer is one of the fastest growing sports at the 
high school level. The Juniata women’s soccer program 
should approach the 30-player mark on its roster next 
fall. 

Another women’s sport that has played an important 
role in the college’s commitment to enrollment issues is 
field hockey. Third-year head coach Jill La Point and for- 
mer assistant Tish Maclay worked to build the roster from 
17 players in 1992 to over 30 last fall. Along with a suc- 
cessful varsity offering, Juniata now boasts a strong junior 
varsity field hockey program as well. 

“The deeper roster is an advantage to the school be- 
cause it gives more student-athletes an opportunity to com- 
pete,” La Point says. “As a coach, I like the situation be- 
cause it allows for better practice situations. The junior 
varsity schedule also provides more players with game ex- 
perience. The JV opportunity leads to future varsity playing 
time for some while it simply allows another year or two of 
organized play for others.” 

Berrier points to the NCAA Division III philosophy as 
strong motivation to continue a dedicated relationship be- 
tween athletics, the admission office and the entire campus 
community. He relates, “The Division III philosophy places 
special importance on the impact of athletics on partici- 
pants and emphasis on the internal constituency of stu- 
dents, alumni and institutional personnel. I believe that this 
can be seen in the role of athletics at Juniata College.” 


Athletic Staff Aligns 
for the Future 


n support of Juniata’s growing commitment to wellness programming 

for its students and staff, William F. Berrier ‘60, athletic director since 
1977, has been named coordinator of intramurals and athletic events. 
Berrier, who will remain as head baseball coach, will begin the new as- 
signment on July 1. 

Lawrence R. Bock, head volleyball coach and coordinator of athletic 
recruiting, has been named athletic director effective July 1. Bock will 
remain as head women’s volleyball coach. The announcements were 
made by Dr. Robert J. Hatala, provost and vice president for student 
development. 

“Bill Berrier has dedicated much of his life to Juniata College and its 
athletic department,” Dr. Hatala said. “He offers the experience and pro- 
fessionalism to ensure a smooth transition for Larry Bock and will pro- 
vide energy for the intramural and wellness areas of the college.” 

Bock, a full-time member of the Juniata administration since 1983, 
recently completed his 18th season as women’s volleyball coach and his 
sixth year with the men’s program. He is a 1972 graduate of Penn State 
University. 

Berrier joined the Juniata staff in 1961 as assistant dean of men. He 
was head wrestling coach from 1962-92, and has been the head baseball 
coach since 1969. He was also an assistant football coach during his 
tenure. 

As athletic director, Berrier has played an active role in many campus 
committees and has helped host numerous events in the Kennedy 
Sports+Rec Center, including the 1993 NCAA Division III Women’s 
Volleyball Championship. He has also served committee appointments 
within the leadership structure of the Eastern Intercollegiate Volleyball 
Association and Middle Atlantic Conference, recently completing terms 
as vice president and president of the MAC. 

In another athletic department personnel change, Tom Gibboney ‘78, 
the head football coach at Huntingdon Area High School for the past nine 
years, has been named Juniata’s 18th head football coach. Gibboney 
takes over for Chris Coller ‘85, who resigned in April to pursue business 
opportunities outside of athletics. 

“We believe this is a very positive step for our athletic department, 
football program and institution,” Dr. Hatala said about Gibboney’s ap- 
pointment. “Tom is a proven winner who has a strong connection to the 
college, local community and region.” 

The 39-year old Gibboney, who led Huntingdon to a 60-32-6 record 
during his tenure, is no stranger to Juniata athletics. He began his coach- 
ing career in 1980-81 as receivers coach and head junior varsity football 
coach for Juniata under head coach Rob Ash.

hristy Orndorff ‘95 of Bonneauville, Pa., was fea-

Volleyball Championships last December as the Eagles fin- 
ished Orndorff’s senior season with a 37-9 record. 
Orndorff helped #2-ranked Juniata recover from a 2-3 
semifinal upset loss to Wisconsin-Oshkosh when she 
nailed a weekend-high 23 kills to lead the Eagles past host 
Ithaca in the third place match. 

Orndorff led the team last fall with 513 kills and was 
second in digs with 349. She is the school record-holder 
in career digs with 1,488. She is second in Juniata history 
for career kills (1,962) and attacks (4,204), third for ser- 
vice aces (308) and fifth for hitting percentage (.307). 

“Obviously Christy got here and was a good player im- 
mediately,” Bock said of Orndorff’s early career at 
Juniata. “She’d been well trained, was already very skilled 
and had played volleyball since the fifth grade. 

“As for her four years at Juniata, by the numbers, 
Christy got better every year,” Bock added. “Realistically, 
you expect people to reach a plateau, but she didn’t. That 
improvement is a tribute to her.” 

Bock also pointed to the strong relationship between 
Orndorff and four-year teammate Heather Blough ‘95 of 
Johnstown (Richland HS), a three-time All-America pick 
at setter and the holder of the Division III record for ca- 
reer assists (6,355). 

“Those two were a package,” Bock said of Orndorff 
and Blough. “They were tough competitors and elevated 
each other constantly.” 

Orndorff, a pre-physical therapy major and member of 
the dean’s list last fall, is the second Juniata student-ath- 
lete to be featured in “Faces in the Crowd” over the past 
three years.

Section 1 — The name of this Association shal] 
be the Alumni Association of Juniata College at 
[luntingdon, Pennsylvania. 


ARTICLE II 
PURPOSE 
Section 1 — The purpose of the Association 
shall be to give organization and aid to the efforts 
of the alumni of Juniata College for the benefit of 
the College; more specifically: 

1, To foster loyalty and unity of its members 
for the College and its stated mission and 
priorities; 

2. To provide a mechanism for the exchange 
of ideas among alumni and for sampling 
alumni sentiment; 

3. To act as an official channel of communi- 
cation between the alumni and the College; 

4, To create a network and provide support 
among alumni. 


ARTICLE III 
MEMBERSHIP 
Section 1 — The membership of the Association 
shall consist of Alumni (in course or honorary), 
including graduates and former students of the 
College. 


Section 2. — Voting privileges shall be vested in 
all members of the Association. 


ARTICLE IV 
ORGANIZATION 
Section 1 — The governing body of the Alumni 
Association shall be the Alumni Council, as here- 
inafter defined. 


Section 2 — Alumni Council. The Alumni 
Council shall consist of: 
1. The officers of the Association; 
2. The three alumni representatives to the 
Board of Trustees of the College; 
3. The eighteen elected representatives; and 
4. The ex-officio members as specified in 
Article IV, Section 2. 


Section 3 — Officers. The Officers of the 
Association shall be the President, Vice President 
and Immediate Past President. 


Section 4 —~ Executive Committee. The Executive 
Committee of this Association shall consist of: 
1. The officers of the Alumni Association; and 
2. Three members of the alumni council, one 
representative from each three-year term, 
to serve a period of one year. 


ARTICLE V 


OFFICERS 
Section J — President 

1. The President shall preside at all meetings 
of the Alumni Council. 

2. The President shall appoint the members- 
at-large to the Executive Committee of the 
Council. 

3, The President shall be responsible for con- 
vening the Executive Committee. 

4. The President shall have the power to ap- 
point other committees not otherwise pro- 
vided for and to perform such other duties 
as the office may require. 

5. The President shall be elected annually as 
provided herein. The Vice President shall 
be the sole nominee of the nominating 
committee for the presidency. The 
President shall serve a term of one vear 
without the privilege of succeeding himself 
or herself. 
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Section 2 — Vice President. 

1. The Vice President shall perform the duties 
of the President in the absence of the 
President. 

2. The Vice President shall be elected annual- 
ly as provided herein. The term of office 
shall be one year without the privilege of 
succeeding himself or herself. 


Section 3 — Immediate Past President. 

1, Immediately following completion of his or 
her term of office, the President shall suc- 
ceed to the position of Immediate Past 
President and serve one year in this capaci- 
ty as a member of the Alumni Council. The 
succession shall be automatic. 

. The Immediate Past President shall serve 
as chair of the Awards and Nominations 
Committee.

ARTICLE VI 
ALUMNI COUNCIL 
Section 1 — The voting membership of the 
Aluntni Council shall consist of twenty-four elect- 

ed members as follows: 

1. The three officers of the Association; i.e., 
President, Vice President, and Immediate 
Past President; 

2. The three alumni-nominated representa- 
tives to the Board of Trustees of the 
College; and 

3. The eighteen members-at-large elected 
by the current members of the alumni 
council.

Section 2 — The follewing shall be nonvoting 
ex-officio members:

2. There shall be three members from the 
student body at the College; namely, the 
President of Student Government, the 
President of Center Board, and the 
President of the Senior Class; 

3. The President of the College and his/her 
designates; 

4, The Alumni Relations Staff; and 

5. The Past Presidents of the Alumni 


Association. 
Section 3 — Awards and Nominations 
Committee. 


1, The responsibility of this committee shall 
be to nominate: 

a, individuals for special recognition to 
be given by the Association; 

b. the officers of the Association; 

c. the members-at-large of the Alumni 
Council; and 

d. the alumni representatives to the 
Board of Trustees of the College. 

2. The nominations by this committee shall 
be presented to the Alumni Council for 
ratification. 

3. The chairman of the Awards and 
Nominating Committee shall appoint 
members-at-large to the committee to 
serve a term of one year. The President 
of the Association shall automatically be 
a member of the committee. 


Section 4 — The Alumni Council shall meet 
not less than three times annually and one of 
these meetings shall be at Juniata College and 
shall coincide with the annual meeting of the 
Association. Additional meetings of the Alumni 
Council may be called at the discretion of the 


Executive Committee. 


Section 5 — Quorum, Nine members of the 
Alumni Council shall constitute a quorum. 


Section 6 — A vote of the Alumni Council may 
be taken by polling when authorized by the 
Executive Committee. 


Section 7 — Any member of the Alumni 
Council who is absent for three consecutive 
meetings of the Alumni Council shall be con- 
sidered to have resigned from the Council. 


ARTICLE VII 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
Section 1 — The function of the Executive 

Committee shall be three-fold: 

1. To provide advice for the President as to 
the overall direction of progress of the 
Association; 

2. To explore and initiate new areas of alumni 
activity and to be responsive to new areas 
of alumni concern and interest; 

3. To act on behalf of the Alumni Council on 
matters of sufficient urgency that cannot be 
delayed until a regular Alumni Council 
Meeting. Such decisions shall be subject to 
review by the Alumni Council. 


Section 2 — Membership. The membership of 
the Executive Committee shall be as described in 
Article IV, Section 4 of this Constitution. 


Section 3 — Meetings of the Executive 
Committee shall be called by the President of the 
Association. 


Section 4 — Quorum. A majority of the full 
membership of the Executive Committee shall 
constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE VIII 
ALUMNI TRUSTEES 
Section 1 —- Three members of the Alumni 
Association of Juniata College are to be nominat- 
ed by the Council to the Board of Trustees. Each 
member is to serve a three-year term without the 

privilege of succession. 


Section 2 — Nominations for the position of 
Alumni Trustee shall be made by the Nominating 
Committee of the Alumni Council, in consultation 
with the Trustees Committee off the Trnstees, and 
said nomination shall be ratified by the Alumni 
Council as provided herein. One Alumni Trustee 
shall be nominated for the Board of Trustees of 
Juniata College in a given year. 


ARTICLE IX 
ELECTIONS 
Section 1 — Aslate of candidates for all elective 
positions shal] be submitted by the Nominating 
Committee to the Executive Committee. Upon ap- 
proval of the Executive Committee the slate shall 
be submitted to all voting members of the Alumni 
Council. The slate shall consist of nominations 
for: 
1. President; 
2. Vice President; 
3. Alumni representative to the Board of 
Trustees of the College; and 
4. Six Alumni Council members-at-large. 


Section 2 — Upon ratification of the Alumni 
Council the elected candidates shall be published 
in the Juniata College Bulletin. 


Section 3 — The Nominating Committee shall 
have the power to fill any vacancy which may oc- 


cur in its membership except by expiration of 
term. A person so elected shall hold office for the 
balance of the term of the retiring member. 


Section 4 — Should vacancies occur in the of- 
fices of both President and Vice President, the 
Nominating Conunittee shall have the power to fill 
both offices for the remainder of the unexpired 
terms. Until such an appointment can occur, the 
Immediate Past President shall assume the duties 
of the President. 


Section 5 — The membership of the Alumni 
Council should reflect the demographic distribu- 
tion of alumni whenever possible. 


ARTICLE X 
LOCAL ASSOCIATIONS 

Section / — The Alumni Council, shall encour- 
age, support, and cooperate with the work of all 
local alumni organizations, welding their united 
activities into a functioning force vital to the pur- 
pose of this Association. Such local associations 
shall be known as Juniata Clubs. 


Section 2 — Membership in Juniata Clubs shall 
not be restricted to graduates of Juniata College, 
but may include all persons interested in the 
College such as former students, parents of stu- 
dents, and friends. 


Section 3 — Any By-Laws adopted by local alum- 
ni organizations shall be consistent with this 
Constitution. 


ARTICLE Xl 
FISCAL YEAR, MEETINGS 
Section 1 — The fiscal year of the Association 
shall extend from July 1 to the following June 30. 


Section 2 — The Annual meeting of the Alumni 
Association shall be held in Huntingdon, 
Pennsylvania. Said meeting shall be fixed accord- 
ing to the calendar of Juniata College. 


ARTICLE XIll 
QUORUM 
Section 1 — A quorum of the Alumni 
Association shall be defined as those members 
present at the annual meeting. 


ARTICLE XIll 
RULES OF ORDER 
Section 1 — Robert’s Rules of Order shall be 
the parliamentary authority for all matters of pro- 
cedure not specifically covered by these bylaws. 


ARTICLE XIV 
AMENDMENTS 
Section 1 — Amendments to this Constitution 
shall first be submitted to the Alumni Council for 
presentation to the membership. Alumni Council 
approval shall require a two-thirds majority of 
the members voting. 


Section 2 — When approved by the Alumni 
Council, a proposed amendment shall be pub- 
lished in the Jtiata College Bulletin at least one 
month prior to the date upon which the amend- 
ment is to be considered. 


Section 3 — Final approval of the proposed 
amendment shall require a two-thirds majority of 
the membership voting on the amendment. This 
vote may be taken by mail ballot or at the Annual 
Meeting of the Association. There shall be no vot- 
ing by proxy
